The New Buffalo magistrate's 


office has created a hangup in 
the district court system, Ham- 
mond said. Ballew had failed to 
number cases currently as he 
received them, causing difficul- 
ty for police and defendants.

mond said ''that's not amazing 
when one keeps office hours of 
10 to 3." 


Hammond said Ballew was 


not fired by him (Hammond) 
alone.

LAW EXPLAINED 


Hammond explained the law 


states that magistrates shall be 
appbinted by district judges, 
approved and confirmed by the 
board of supervisors and shall 
hole! office at the pleasure of 
the district judges. 


Ballew voiced sorrow over the 


actions. 


"I'm sorry it happened, not 


for the pay —it's peasant's pay

According to Ballew, Ham- 


mond came to the magistrate's 
office in the New Buffalo city 
hall early yesterday afternoon 
with a Berrien county sheriff's 
deputy, "walked in, told me I 
was fired and handed me a 
paper to that effect."

"He (Hammond) 
came down probably expecting 
an altercation.

Without help, work kept lagging 
and never got off the ground." 
SUCCEEDS ROUMELL 
Ballew, a former vaudeville 


performer and former justice of 
the peace, was named magis- 
trate for Area A (New Buffalo) 
last March 17. He succeeded 
Atty. Stephen Roumell of New 
Buffalo, who quit over the pay. 


Ballew was named to the 


post by the board of supervisors 
at the same pay Roumell had 
received, $6,110 a year. Ballew 
said yesterday Judge Hammond 
may have the. right to fire him 
and again maybe he doesn't. 


Ballew considered himself an 


employe of the 9ounty, named 
by the board of supervisors.

Bomb Explodes

Syria said today it will free all 
Die passengers aboard a Trans 
World Airlines jet hijacked to 
Damascus except for six Israe- 
lis. It did not say what would 
happen to the Israelis.

A young Arab couple seized

for Ihc Liberation of Palestine, 
an Arab guerilla group. 


Minutes after the plane land- 


ed at Damascus, an explosion 
ripped through the cockpit heav- 
ily damaging the front end of 
the plane. The 103 passengers 
and crew of 12 hail already left 
mmiH'iits earlier and escaped 
injury. 


Authorities said they believed 


the explosion occurred because 
the hijackers bad been unable lo 
:defuse (be bomb they used lo

The only pause was on Sunday 
and a few special occasions such 
as Christmas, the Fourth of July, 
Thanksgiving, Memorial Day and 
New Year's. Vacation was a 
dictionary term. 


Work was more l.han a neces- 


sity. It was a national attitude. 


Why M c G u i r e picked Sep- 


tember's first Monday for an- 
other holiday is not too clear. 
Perhaps the long toil through the 
summer's 
heat prompted 
the 


timing. 


The idea 
s p r e a d 
rapidly 


beyond the New York state line 
iind within a few years Congress 
put McGuire's idea on a national 
plane.

An Anxious Weekend 
For Teddy Kennedy 


Unless the lawyers for Senator 


Kdward Kennedy and eight ac- 
quaintances can bend the ear of a 
court higher and friendlier than 
that 
conducted by James .A. 


Hoyle, a district judge at Edgar- 
town, Massachusetts, the drama 
of what happened on the night of 
July 18th at 
Chappaciniddick 


Island will have its curtain raiser 
this coming Wednesday. 


"What H a p p e n e d , " as the 


melodrama might be dubbed, is 
ihe mystery leading to the death 
of Mary Jo Kopechne, a Wash- 
ington secretary, in Kennedy's 
automobile and why Teddy de- 
layed nine to ten hours to report 
the mishap. 


Judge Boyle ruled Thursday 


against applying some ground 
rules to the inquest which Ken- 
nedy's lawyers contend are ab- 
solutely essential considering the 
prominence of the most material 
witness to the tragedy. 


Specifically, Boyle denied their 


motions to allow them to cross- 
examine witnesses, to present 
evidence on their own volition, to 
require witnesses to appear, and 
to seek court rulings on submit- 
ted evidence. 


An inquest, said Boyle, is an 


inquiry into the causes of an 
unexplained death and is to be 
conducted by the state under 
rules of its own choosing. 


The only limitation, he con- 


tinued, is the constitutional right 
of a witness to take the Fifth. 
The lawyers, he went on, may be 
present to advise their clients on 
that score alone. 


This is the historic concept of 


an inquest. It is one of the many 
pieces of legal lore handed down 
to us from the English fore- 
fathers who first settled the U.S. 


The findings by the inquest 


are presumptive only. 


Extrinsic evidence can be in- 


troduced at a later date and in 
the proper forum to dispute or 
amend a determination t h a t 
death resulted by accident, from 
natural or unexplained causes, or 
by foul play. 


A coroner's jury or as under 


the Massachusetts practice, the 
presiding magistrate, 
can not 


order a suspect to trial nor 
deliver 
a 
verdict 
for money 


damages, but can only recommed 
that the state institute a criminal 
prosecution. 


Unlike a grand jury which can 


return indictments, the inquest 
ordinarily is conducted openly. 


Its presiding officer, however, 


may screen its hearings from 
public view. He must, though, 
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disclose his opinion on the cause 
of death as a matter of public 
record. 


The attorneys for Mary Jo's 


parents who are contesting an 
exhumation of her body told 
reporters that Judge Boyle al- 
ready has notified them that 
neither they nor the parents may 
be present. 


Whether Boyle will lock out 


the press corps and the private 
citizenry is uncertain at this 
writing'. 


If he does, this would be a 


practical a n s w e r to Teddy's 
lawyers who claim that 
the 


historic 
legal concept 
of 
an 


inquest is meaningless when one 
of the biggest guns in American 
political life is the No. 1 witness. 


Public speculation on the party 


preceding the ill fated ride, the 
purpose of the nocturnal jaunt, 
and Teddy's long delayed, self 
conflicting version of what hap- 
pened lends further weight to 
their contention that the safe- 
guards in a criminal trial should 
be fastened upon an investigative 
procedure. 


Unspoken in their argument, 


though fairly implicit in their 
words, is the political hostility of 
District Attorney Edmund Dinis 
to Kennedy. 


Why Dinis dallied so long in 


getting the inquest under way is 
another titillation gossiped wide- 
ly on Martha's Vineyard. 


His 
silence on 
that 
score 


suggests he was weighing the 
chance 
to make hay against 


future 
voter 
retribution, 
and 


possibly was pushed by others 
into doing belatedly what should 
have been started when Mary 
Jo's body was recovered from its 
watery grave. 


This personal vendetta is not a 


ground for Dinis leading the 
probe, but it does underpin the 
charge that the inquest could 
turn into a witch hunt. 


The argument is plausible and 


if one is a Kennedy fan, absolute- 
ly air tight. 


Teddy and no one else has 


sewn the holes in it. 


His first reaction was to have, 


one of his pals take the blame for 
the 
accident. This 
idea 
was 


scrapped after an onlooker at the 
death 
scene a c c i d e n t a l l y 


stumbled on to a rehearsal by the 
substitute. 


Then he summoned a battalion 


of Kennedy friends, 
including 


former Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara, now president of the 
World Bank, and Ted Sorenson, a 
special White House assistant for 
JFK, to advise him on what to 
do; more exactly, how to present 
a situation with a minimum of 
political repercussions. 


Finally, came a televised state- 


ment which for incoherence and 
inconsistency rivals the worst in 
the late night talk shows now 
flooding the air waves. 


Additionally, the five girls and 


three men present at varying 
times during the party preceding 
Mary Jo's death 
have 
been 


clammed 
up 
ever 
since 
the 


accident. 


How far the inquest can slice 


through this mush remains to be 
seen, but in any event Boyle so 
far has seen to it that there 
should be one set of rules for 
everybody.

Prefabricated Will 


Whether you arc aware of it 


or not, a "will" has already 
been prepared for you. Known 
as the "statute of descent and 
distribution," it is a plan drawn 
up by your state legislature, to 
be used after your death in case 
you fail to make a will of your 
own. 


How does this prefabricated 


will divide up your estate? 
Generally speaking, it follows a 
kind of law of averages, divid- 
ing 
things up the way 
an 


average person probably would. 
KILLER GETS ESTATE 


In theory, that makes sense. 


But in practice, the use of cut- 
ahd-dried rules can have some 
startling consequences. For ex- 
ample: 


In one case, a youth who 


murdered his father was held 
entitled to his estate. Under the 
state statute (since charged), a 
son's 
rights 
were 
automatic 


—no one having thought about 
the possibility of murder. 


In another case, a woman was 


awarded her husband's estate 
even though she was living in 
adultery at the time of his death. 
To outraged objections by his 
relatives, the court replied: 


"It is unnecessary to discuss 


wisdom 
or 
morality. 
It 
is 


sufficient, that the legislature 
has declared the ru'eu by which 
the rights of the parties must 
be determined." 
PART TO WIDOW 


True, t h e s e are extreme 


cases. But the 
prefabricated 


will also wiirks out badly in 
many everyday circumstances. 
Take the situation when a man 
dies, leaving small children and 
only a modest estate. 


In most states, if he has not 


made a will of his own, only 
part of his estate would go to 
the widow —the balance going 
directly to the children. For the 
widow, this could mean years of 
going through court procedures, 
for permission to spend 
the 


children's money on the ordi- 
nary expenses of life. 


The trouble is not that the 


lawmakers, in drawing up the 
prefabricated will, don't try to 
be fair. Rather, the trouble is 
that they criiinot possibly fore- 
see the particular needs of each 
individual family. 


They 
cannot know, for 
in- 


stance, that one of your chil- 
dren needs more protection than 
the others, or that you would 
like to make a grateful bequest 
to an old friend, or that you 
want to lend your support to a 
favorite charity.
